United States Consul Moffat for ma- 
rines from the cruiser Des MO'IIPS to 
protect Americans. It is known, how- 
ever,' that what he really wishes is 
intervention by the United States to 
save the insurgent cituse. While Gen- 
eral Vasquez, at 'the head of a handful 
of loyal troops was parleying with Es- 
trada's envoys before Rama. It is said, 
the main army of Zelaya was march-

It turns out that the

Louisville. Ky.. Dec. 11.—The police 


invesigation of the disappearance from 
her home in this city last Wednesday 
of eight year.old Alma Kellner pro- 
ceeded upon a new tack today.

Storm on Lake Erie Took 


Many Men Down to 


Watery Graves. 


PROPERTY LOSS 


NEAR A MILLION 


Men Adrift from Clarion 


and 'Crew of Car Ferry 


are Given Up. 


Cleveland, O., .Dec.' 11.—The storm 


which passed over Lake'Erie Wednes- 
day night and Thursday reaped a har- 
vest of lives and laid waste to more 
than $1,000,000 worth of vessel prop- 
erty. Late reports today showed that 
fifty-nine lives were lost, that twenty 
sailors were rescued, that four boats 
were destroyed and that one is aground 
and. sustained heavy damages. 


A. summary of the 
storm's work 
shows: 


.Steamer Clarion burned; fifteen lives 


lost, six saved. 


Steamer W. C. Richardson 
sunk; 


five drowned, fourteen-saved. 


Car Ferry Marauette and Bessemer 


No. 2 wrecked; thirty-eight, lives lost. 


Steamer Josia Monr.oei aground, at- 


tempting to rescue sailors from the 
Clarion. 


Tow barge sunk; no lives lost. 
Sailor from Richardson, crazed by 


exposure, committed suicide. 


No Chanc; for the Thirteen. 


No one now considers that there is 


any chance that 
any of the thir- 


teen members of ths crew of the 
Clarion have survived. 
Two of the 


crew are known to 
have 
perished. 


Neither is any hope now held out for 
any of the members of -the crew of 
thirty-eight of the Car Fern' Mar- 
quette and Bessemer No. 2. who have 
been missing four days. 


At Conneaut. where all of the mem- 


bers of the crew lived, their friends 
and relatives are crowding .the docks 
for scraps of news, but there is not a 
crumb of comfort.

men assisted the police last night m 
the search for an unknown negro, be- 
lieved to hav? been the murderer of 
Mrs. Gribble and Mrs. Carrie Ohlan- 
der. and to have fatally injured Mrs.

Through the man hunt which lasted 
all of last night, intense excitement 
prevailed.

Every obstruction 


in. the- path of the crowd which wouli 
have afforded profitable hiding place 
for the fugitive was leveled. 


The negro wanted is said to be about 


2S years of age, and of slender buiij. 


Negroes Asked to be Locked Up. 
Practically every negro who answers 


his description had been sent to jail 
during the night on suspicion. Several 
persons have said they saw such i 
negro entering arid afterward leavlr.2 
the Gribble. home about the time th-s 
murder is supposed to have occurred. 
One man went so far as to state that 
he saw a man in the house in the av-t 
of striking something with an ax. AH 
the victims had been cut or stabbed 
with a knife and then their heads hor- 
ribly crushed with some blunt' instru- 
ment, presumably an ax. 


• In addition to this evidence the po- 
lice hope to get a statement from Mrs. 
Hunter, who the physicians say is 
likely to regain consciousness today. 
Despite her frightful Injuries she is 
thought to have'a fighting chance for 
recovery.

STATISTICS ON EXPORTS. 


Decrease is Shown by Monthly State- 


ment of Government. 


Washington, Dec. 11.—The monthly 


statement of domestic products issued 
by the department of commerce and 
labor for November shows Increases 
of $17,000,000 over the corresponding 
month in 1908, but a decrease of $51,- 
000,000 for the eleven months ot 1009. 


For the month the valuations of ex- 


ports of wheat, corn and mineral oil 
show the leading Increases. While the 
decrease in the number of bales of 
cotton exported was several thousand, 
the increase In value was $16,000,000. 
Wheat flour, malt and dairy products, 
cattle, hogs and sheep show slight de- 
creases.

PUtfE CANDIES ARE 
NECESSARY TO GOOD 


HEALTH IN WINTER 


Molasses and Chocolate Confections 


Taken After Dinner arc an 


Aid .to Digestion. 


It is a mistake to think that candy 


is 
always 
harmful, 
for a. 
certain 


amount of sugar Is essential to the 
system, and in many houses of fashion 
dinners end now with chocolates in-' 
stead of elaborate sweets and desserts 
that are indigestible. 


In my opinion molasses candy and 


other plain but attractive confection's 
made • chiefly from sugar 
should he 


considered part cf every daily menu. 
Far better eat these than some of the 
heavy pastries 
with 
sweet 
fillings 


which appear day after day on some 
tables. 
Ca'ndy will never upset the 


stomach If eaten with discretion, and 
a little taken after a hearty meal as- 
sists assimila'tion ot food. 


In an interesting article in one of 


the current magazines on fatigue there 
is a statement that In the 
body is 


stored a certain chemical called glyco- 
gen, and it is the presence of this in 
proper quantity that prevents fatigue. 
The latter is due to a diminution of 


the supply, and the' consequent produc- ! 
tion 
of waste elements 
that flow 


through'the body causes that "tired 
feeling.". Sugar is one of the chemical 
elements of glycogen. which, to the 
lay mind, makes It clear 
that'.the 


sweet is not only nourishing, but that, 
according to science, it Is stimulating.. 
Undoubtedly too much sugar' 'would 
make a person'ill, and there wculd be 
no place for glycogen, but if one can 
determine the amount that may be 
eaten1 regularly, with Impunity, 1 see 
no. reason . w h y ' i t will not help Ho 
ward off fatigue. 


Candy in fancy forms, such as choc- 


lates 
and highly colored 
mixtures, 


cannot be approved, for they contain 
so nv :h besides sugar. 
But barley 


sugar and other simple varieties, such 
as are. givep to young children, are-to 
be encouraged as part of the diet. Es- 
pecially in cold weather a point should 
be made of taking some every day,-for 
it generates heat.'in the body. 


Meats containing fat are also valua- 


ble ,on this account.. Pork, which a 
reasonable person would not think of 
eating in hot weather, may be taken 
occasionally with limpunity when .the 
mercury is down, because the stomach 
can then assimilate the richness that 
in summer it rejects. Beef, too, is val- 
uable as a heat, generating food, and 
of'course bacon is. that, being almost 
entirely fat.

. tlon of pulling from the cords under 


the chin, for without it, the muscles 
will not be used.

I believe In the elMcac-y of massage, 


applying a flesh building crearn. The 
latter need not be rubbed under the 
chin, but the front of the neck should 
be well soaked with It at night, and 
this oil should be rubbed In with a 
llrm, rotary movement. 


A cream I like for this purpose is 


made from one-half a gram of tannin, 
thirty grams nf lanolin and 
twenty 


grams cf oil of sweet almonds. The 
lanolin Is put Into a cup set Into a pan 
nf hot water, and ns It melts or softens 
the oil Is beaten in. 
This 
mixture 


should he creamy, hut not liquid. It Is 
removed from heat when all the oil IB 
In. and the t.-innln Is beaten through. 
It is used as any cold cream. 


Another, preferred by Rome persons, 


contains 100 grams of freah lard, twen- 
tS' grams of high proof alcohol and ten 
drops each of oil of rosemary and es- 
sence of bergamot.

The formula for French fondant is 


always the same. A pound of granu- 
lated sugar (that is. two ordinary 
cupfuls), one cupful hot water, and a 
half teaspoonful cream of tartar. This 
is the easiest quantity to handle for 
the amateur. After a little experience 
the quantity can be doubled, as fon- 
dant can be made and kept on har.'l. 
Put the Ingredients into a granite 
saucepan with extra heavy bottom, and 
stir over a slow fire until the sugar la 
dissolved, but not a moment longer. 
After It has become a clear syrup 
stirring will cause 
It to granulate. 


Heat rapidly to the boiling point, wip- 
ing gently away with a damp cloth any 
moisture that apears on the sldeSMif 
the pan. 
If thin drops back into the 


pan it is apt to make the syrup granu- 
late. 
If any scum arises remove :t 


carefully. 
After cooking ten minute* 


begin testing In cold water. If it will 
make a soft ball when rolled between 
the fingers it Is Just right, and must 
.be at once removed from the fire. Set 
aside In the pan In which It has been 
cooked to cool. Do not try to hasten 
this by setting in cold water.
